RESIGNATION OF RICHBERG, 
HOWEVER, BRINGS SOME 


RELIEF TO CRITICS 


WASHINGTON, J u n e &.—(/?)— 
Senatorial critics of NRA began a 
minute study today of the Roose- 
velt administration's stop-gap plan 
which sped through the house late 
yesterday by a vote of 264 to 121. 
These-senators feared that the re- 
colution extending a midget NRA 
agency 
for 9& months entailed 
more authority to relax the anti- 
trust laws than they understood at 
first. 


On the other hand, critics were 
somewhat softened in their opposi- 
tion to the recovery 
administra- 
tion by the announcement that 
Chairman Donald Richberg had re- 
signed effective June 16, and that 
the president had accepted 
the 
resignation. 


However, they scrutinized clole- 
ly the provisions for exemptions 
from' the anti-trust laws. Though 
President Roosevelt had said yes- 
terday that any voluntary codes of 
fair practice which business may 
erect must conform to the anti- 
trust laws, the house a few hours 
later ' insisted on continuing his 
powers to grant exemptions from 
these laws in connection with vol- 
untary codes. 


While repealing the old provis- 


ions empowering Mr. Roosevelt to 
prescribe and enforce codes—the 
compulsory features ruled out by 
the supreme court—the house reso- 
lution passed yesterday 
left in- 
tact the section of the original re- 
covery act, which said: 


. Anti-Trust Exemption 


' "Section 5.: While this title is in 
effect (or in the case of a license 
while section 4-A is in effect) and 
for 60 days thereafter, any code, 
agreement, or 
license approved, 
prescribed or issued and in effect 
under this title and any action 
Complying 
with 
the provisions 
thereof taken during such period, 
•hall be exempt from the provisions 
of the anti-trust laws of the United 
States."

STATE OFFICIALS 
PUSH ENFORCEMENT 
CIGARETTnAX LAW 


SMOKERS ARE LIABLE FOR 


HEAVY FINE AS WELL 


AS SALESMEN 


An active campaign to enforce 


a new law .that . literally taxes 
cigarettes in the smoker's mouth 
unless he has bought them from 
a dealer who has affixed state 
tax stamps was launched in Cor- 
sicana Friday when E. A. Fer- 
nandez and E. F. (Mose) Wells, 
representatives of the state comp- 
troller's department, arrived and 
began their duties. 
Five representatives of the de- 


partment and a 
Texas 
ranger 


permanently 
assigned 
to 
this 
task are at work in this district 
to enforce the new law that was 
designed to eliminate the so-call- 
ed bootlegging of cigarettes. 


In Dallas earlier this week, a 


man was filed $25 and costs, a 
grand total of $34 when he en- 
tered a plea of guilty to a charge 
of possession of unstamped cigar- 
ettes In a justice court. 


Must Have Stamps. 
Mr, Fernandez 
explained 
for 


the benefit of local smokers and 
dealers that the clause 
under 


which the smokers 
themselves 


were required to purchase stamps 
for the cigarettes which they had 
secured from dealers included a 
new definition of a first sale of 
cigarettes. 
"The law provides that 'first 


sale1 shall mean the first<sale or 
distribution of cigarettes within 
this state," he explained. 
"Thus firit sale whenever the 


term is used in the law is de- 
fined to mean use or consump- 
tion, by the actual smoking of 
the cigarettes, as well as sale." 
The 
comptroller's 
representa- 


tives pointed out that thousands 
of dollars are lost to the state 
every week by delivery of cigar- 
ettes on orders from out of the 
state. 
School funds as well as 
the state government are 
de- 


prived of their share. 


Sections of Law.

Among the sections of the law 


to which particular attention has 
been called arc; 


A distributor is any person who 


acquires unstamped cigarettes In 
this state in any manner and 
must comply with the law in ev- 
ery respect as It affect a dis- 
tributor. 


A tax is levied on the first 


sale of cigarettes and it becomes 
due as soon as cigarettes are re- 
ceived by any • person in Texas 
for sale or consumption. 


Stamps must be purchased be- 


fore the cigarettes are received, 
and the possession of any 
un- 


stamped cigarettes without 
the 


possession of the requisite. num- 
ber of stamps is regarded as evi- 
dence the cigarettes were posses- 
sed for the purpose of selling 
them or consuming them without 
stamps. 
It is unlawful for any person 


to have unstamped cigarettes or 
knowingly to smoke 
cigarettes 


without the state tax having been 
paid. 
The represenatives are check- 


ing on the activities of all agents 
who deliver cigarettes from out 
of state wholesalers 
on orders 


from the consumers In an effort 
to locate all persons who buy 
cigarettes in this manner.

This does not mean that 


the country or its elected 
government

things necessary to be done, 
jtow or at any other time, 
for the welfare of the na- 
tion. The 
Supreme Court 


has not condemned the pur- 
poses of the National Re- 
covery Act, but only the 
method. It has merely point- 
ed out that "the recupera- 
tive efforts of the federal 
government must be made 
in a manner consistent with 
the authority granted by 
the Constitution." 


That authority .may be 


broad enough to enable the 
government, now or here- 
after, to do what is neces- 
sary to meet economic con- 
ditions 
by 
adopting 
a 


somewhat different proce- 
,dure. If not, there is al- 
ways the constitutional re- 
course of adopting amend- 
ments conferring new pow- 
ers on Congress and Presi- 
dent, when the nation is 
convinced of the need.

"It is incumbent on those na- 


tions which recognize its menace 
to the atmosphere of peace and 
economic stability and internation- 
al sanity," the state secretary said, 
"To turn the spotlight of publicity 
on those guilty of such policy, and 
to reiterate with all their 


that excess armaments can onlv 
lead to disaster, x x x . , 


"We have seen in certain coun- 


tries, just as we did prior to the 
dreadful conflagration 'in 1914. a 
military caste working on the pop- 
ular mind until it glorified x x x 
military power and achievement; 
x x x We have seen a given na- 
tion cite another nation's arma- 
ments as a continuing excuse to 
Increase Its own until there has 
been set up a vicious circle of 
greater and fever greater arma- 
ments, which x x x can only lead 
to impoverishment and

where the military has assumed 
direction of foreign policy, x x x " 


Secretary Hull, who received the

The scientific name of the black 


widow spider is Latrodectus mac- 
tans, and it is called the "hour- 
glass,1 "black 
widow," and the 
"shoe button spider." Its shiny 
black, round abdomen gives rise 
to the name of shoe button and 
the bright red patch, which may 
he shaped like an hour-glass, is 
responsible for the hour-glass des- 
ignation. It 
obtains 
the 
name 


"black wi*ow" from Ita custom of 
eating its 
mate. The 
body of 


the female is often an inch in 
length and the long, shiny black . 
legs may stretch over a spread 
of as much as two inches. 
This spider builds its web in 


dimly lighted places, generally in 
old toilets, garages, and other out- 
buildings. Its rough, coarse, ir- 
regular web is found under floors, 
in corners, between rafters, but 
especially under 
the 
floors 
of 


toilets, sheds, barns, etc. 
Man • requests have been 
re- 


ceived" by the Texas State De- 
partment of Health relative to 
the best methods of controlling 
these insects. Spraying crude oil 
or creosote in cracks and crev- 
ices, particularly around the seats 
of old toilets, is an invaluable 
procedure, but precautions must 
be taken against fire. It is pos- 
sible, also, to crush the egg mass- 
es with a stick. Other methods 
of control are unknown, although 
efforts are being made at 
the 


present time to find a parasite 
which will feed on the egg mass- 
es.After the sharp, stinging bite, 
acute pain develops in the region 
of the surface bitten, spreading 
to other parts of the body. In ad- 
dition to the pain, there is gen- 
erally writhing, muscles contrac- 
tion, difficult breathing, cold pers- 
piration, nausea, and an extreme 
rigidity of the abdomen. If re- 
covery occurs there is a long con- 
valescence, 
during which there 


remains general weakness, n'umo- 
ness, and pain. There should be 
no delay in calling a physician 
in cases of spider bite.

Projects shall be of such na- 
ture that a considerable portion 
of the money spent will go into 
wages for labor,. 
Projects which promise 
ulti- 
mata return of money to 
the 


treasury are desired. 
Projects should be BO designed 


that'activities may be carried to 
a successful conclusion within a 
reasonable period of time and not 
be carried over into succeeding 
years. 
In all cases, projects must be 


of a character to give employ- 
ment to those on relief rolls.. 


Projects will be allotted to lo- 
calities or'relief areas In reatkm 
to the number of workers on the 
relief rolls in those areas. 
Projects must be designed to 


move persons from relief rolls to 
work on such projects that will 
force a maximum number of per- 
sons from relief rolls Into pri- 
vate industry ln the shortest pos- 
sible time. 


It will be necessary that care- 


ful 
plans and specifications be 


developed with each. project.
